SHANGHAI, China, June, 26.—I desire 
to take this opportunity of nking you 
most heartily for ihe uragement 
which you. gave me in nection with 
my captivity with the Shantung bandits 
and also the sui port which you gave me 
through the publication of my material 
in Tas Trisune,... I am especially ap- 
preciative of thé fine editorial which you 
published regarding. my small service in 
behalf of the other captives. 

The editorial comment of THe Triscune 
in connection with this affair is the best 
I have seen in any of the American pa- 
pers and I am sure has done some good 
in making the American people under- 
stand the serious situation that exists 
out here. I have had the feeling that the 
average American thinks that the Wash- 
ington conference solved all the problems 
of the Pacific and.therefore we may now 
go to sleep and let matters slide in the 
far east. That this is a me con- 
dition should be fully..realised, “In my 
opinion the Lincheng affair is merely the 
beginning of worse things, and unless we 
pay attention to this situation it is 
going to get out of our hands. 

The other foreign governmengs are 
strictly on the job, and unless we watch 
our step carefully we are going to find 
ourséives out in.the o for the situa- 
tion created here in/China is bound to 
seriously affect the A’nited States.
